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ASHLEY COUNTY MUSEUM HAMBURG, ARKANSAS 


The Ashley County Historial Society was 4 result of a meeting 
of interested citizens on April 9, 1975 at the Ashley County 
Courthouse, Hamburg, Arkansas. - Elected as Co-Chairmen were Gordon 
HARTRICK, Hamburg and Mary V. (Mrs. John) CURRIE, Wilmot. 

The WATSON House became available in 1976 and the Society 
took steps to have it placed on the National Register of Historic 
Places in order to recieve funding of $27,500. Earlier, 
Representative N.B. <Nap) MURPHY secured $25,000 from the Arkansas 
State Surplus funds, designated for a museum. Later the Arkansas 
State Legislature came through with another $30,000 with the 
passage of Bill # 837. 

Finally in December of 1980, after many hours of work, the 
museum was opened to the public. Now, the museum is funded by 
donations only. There is no admission charge and the house is 
open on Thursdays from 9:00 A.M. til 3:00 P.M. 

The house is an impressive building of two and one half 
stories with a partial basement. The large white columns (brought 
from Virginia by railcar) and wide porches are set against pale 
yellow brick. 

The rooms are being restored as time and money permit. Two 
rooms downstairs have been repainted and one of the four upstairs 
bedrooms have been repainted and papered. 

The original roof was slate and except for repairs is the 
same. The huge furnace in the basement was built to burn coal, 
but has been converted to natural gas, and is still in working 
order. 

The flooring of oak and pine was hauled from McGhee, 
Arkansas. The upstairs floors are of edge grained pine and were 
hand planed by the owner. 

The original brick sidewalk across the front of the lot is 
still maintained and more oak trees planted to replace those 
destroyed by a tornado in 1979. 

Some of the interesting items on display are: a half teaster, 
walnut bed, which belonged to Dr. Holliday of Portland; a Prudant 
Mellard bed, circa 1840, of solid walnut, hand carved; a walnut 
youth bed, circa 1870; a wire-spoke tricycle; wire-spoke child’s 
wagon; china dolls; a four piece Victorian parlor set; and a pump 
organ, courtsey of Ron WHITE, Magnolia, Arkansas. 

On loan from Mrs. Lois MOYERS is a large collection of 20th 
century clothing belonging to the Chester FRANKLIN family. 

The Indian artifact collection of Ed and Patsy WHITE is on 
display as is that of Eugene CHANDLER. 

Back of the house is the Erskine HARRIMAN horse drawn vehicle 
collection housed in a building provided with funds from Mr. 
HARRIMAN’S will. Some eleven carriages and various tack and other 
articles were donated by him. 

The Historical Society meets the first Thursday night of each 
month. Dues are $5.00 a year for active members. Current 
officers are: Ed WHITE, Chairman; Betty GRIFFIN, Vice-Chairman; 
Sue WATSON, Secretary; Patsy WHITE, Treasurer ; and Trudy SCOTT, 
Reporter. Members of the Board of Directors are: Jeff FOOTE, 
Trezy WATSON, C.B. HARRIMAN and the Mayors of Hamburg, Crossett, 
Portland, Parkdale, and Wilmot.

The earliest Known WATSON of this line was Colonel Samuel WATSON, 
born in York County, South Carolina. He served in the American 
Revolution and was a member of the Provincial Congress of 1776. 

His son John WATSON was the father of Elijah David WATSON, who with 
his family came by wagon train from North Carolina in 1864 to Ashley 
County. He opened a hardware store in Hamburg that stayed in the family 
for four generations. He also had farming interests in Portland and 
Parkdale and a “furnishing” business for local farmers. 

His son, David Elijah WATSON built the "WATSON" house in 1918 at 
the cost of $11,000. He attended the Academy in Hamburg and Vanderbilt 
University in Nashville, Tennessee, 

"Mr. Dave" was on the Board of Directors of the Hamburg Bank, 
member of the Chamber of Commerce, served on the board of the "Food 
Administration" during World War I. The family were members of the 
Presbyterian Church. 

His first marriage was to George Trezevant and their children were 
Floie and Norman Trezevant WATSON. George died at the age of 39 of 
tuberculosis. 

His second wife was Mrs. Willie (Norman) CALLAWAY and their three 
children were: Randall, David Leslie and Mary Elizabeth WATSON. 

The second generation to live in the house was Norman who married 
Agnes DEW, the daughter of Ashley County Judge Lindsey DEW. Their 
children were Norman Jr. and Sara Lee WATSON, 

Norman WATSON Sr. attended school in Hamburg and the Tennessee 
Military Academy in Sweetwater before coming back to Hamburg to run the 
family business. 

The last WATSON to live in the house was Norman Trezevant WATSON 
Jr. Trezy graduated from Hamburg High and then joined the ROTC of World 
War II. He enlisted in the Army and retired a Lt. Colonel in 1975. 

He sold the family hardware business and building to the Ashley 
Life Insurance Company of Hamburg. 

On his retirement he and his wife Sue STARR and their four children 
moved into the WATSON house and lived there until 1980 when they sold 
the property to the Ashley County Historial Society for a museum. 

The family still lives in Hamburg as does Mrs. Agnes WATSON.

OLD HAMBURG STORE ACCOUNTS 


The Ashley County Historical Society has an account book that was 
discovered when the John Tinsley NORMAN estate was settled several years 
ago. The book was retrieved on its way to the dump by the father of 
Edward WHITE, a member of ACGS. 


At first the ledger was assumed to be Mr. NORMAN's, but the accounts 
date from 1860 to 1863. Mr. Norman's store began around 1891. 


Checking the 1860 census and the Deed Book for Hamburg, we find the 
following merchants listed on the Courthouse Square: LEFILES & CHRISTIAN, 
Block 9, Lots 1, 2, 3; W. H. SCOTT, Block 12, Lot 4; A. LEFILES, Block 18, 
Lots 1 & 2; E. B. KITTRELL, Block 18, Lot 3; J. G. WALLACE, Block 16, Lots 
2 & 3. 


. One unusual listing was found on page 72 of the ledger: Suspence a/c 
Feb 1861-Mar 1861 $1085.50. 


There are a number of "unpaid" accounts in the ledger. One wonders 
what calamity overtook the customers. Did they go off to the Civil War and 
not make it back? 


We hope you may find an ancestor among those listed.

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FARLY OUACHITA AND BAYOU BARTHOLEME! LAND GPANTS 


By Marilyn Hudgens 


From Biographical and Pictorial History of Arkansas, Vol. I, by John Hallun, 
(published 1887), pp. 21ff. 


In the above book, Mr. Hallum devotes six pages to documenting the early 
settlements of "the Washita and Bayou Bartholomew country in Arkansas." 


He quotes an original request by Baron DeBASTROP to the Governor-General 
in New Orleans, dated 12 June 1797, that DeBastrop intended "to establish on 
the Ouichita . . . one or more mills . . . and to stop up the Bayou De Lair . 
with a dike." He goes on to request a grant "along the Bayou Barthelemi from 
its source to its mouth." The flour mills DeBastrop proposed to construct 
were to serve the population of the area and to encourage cultivation of wheat. 


The Baron deCARDONLET granted the request, along with "six toises of 
ground on each side of Bayou Barthelemi." Six toises was a fraction more 
than 38 feet English measure. 


At the same time a similar grant of land was given on each side of 
Bayou De Lair from its mouth to its source. Baron De Bastrop, for this 
generosity, contracted with his majesty to furnish, for six months, "rations 
to the families which he has lately introduced at the post of the Ouichita, 
which are to be composed of 24 oz. of fresh bread, or an equivalent in flour, 
12 oz fresh beef or 6 of bacon, 2 oz of fine menestra, or 3 of ordinary, and 
1/1000 part of a celemin (about a peck) of salt," for which the royal chests 
were to repay him. 


On 20 June 1797 was granted 30 leagues of land, Spanish measure (equi- 
valent to 133,165 English acres) on the "Washita." Hallum writes that "the 
old French town of Ecore Fabre, now called Camden, is on this grant, all in 
Washita County." 


Hallum concludes this section on Ouachita county (of which all of the 
present Ashley county is included): 


"The Baron de Bastrop was the colonizer of Washita county. In June, 
1795, he contracted with the Spanish authorities to bring in 500 fami- 
lies to 'the Washita'and its neighborhood for the especial cultivation 
of wheat, reserving to himself the right to export his flour to Havana 
when it was not primarily needed in the provinces; and so rapidly did 
he proceed in the execution of his contract, the Baron de Carondelet 
the following year granted him 144 leagues of land, which is in round 
humbers 640,000 English acres. This grant included Bayou de Lair and 
vicinity on the line between Louisiana and Arkansas, and embraces land 
in both States. 


"The governor-general and commissary of war, ARMESTO, in the body 
of the concession incorporated the following liberal terms: 
"The government will charge itself with the conducting of the families 
from New Madrid to Washita, and will give them such provisions as may 
appear sufficient support for six months, and proportionally for their 


seeds. They shall not be molested in matters of religion, but the 


Roman Catholic worship shall alone be publicly permitted.' 


"Boundary lines were then very poorly defined, often the inhabitants 
of a given locality did not know to what particular jurisdiction or 
geographical division they belonged. The lines between Texas and 
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Arkansas,: and Louisiana and Arkansas were not known and officially 
established when Arkansas was admitted into the Unicon." 


Fifty years later, when Ashley county was formed, much of its land was 
still owned by Baron DeBASTROP. One of the earliest deeds recorded in Ashley 
county involves the sale by auction of thousands of acres. We have a DeBastrop 
Township, and obviously the town of Bastrop, LA, derives its name from the 
first owner of the entire area. 


When the Louisiana Purchase was completed in 1803, an enormous amount 
of Congressional legislation for the adjudication and settlement of these 
French and Spanish land claims and titles embraced a cycle of 70 years. 
Hallum writes that "no question before our national congress has been so 
fruitful of legislation. The first act was passed in March 1804, within 
less than four months after we took possession of Louisiana." 


He concludes this chapter: "Adjudication, non-claim, limitation and 
time which heals and settles all things have finally disposed of these 
claims, and the questions they involved are now seldom thought of -- they 
have passed to the historian and antiquarian." 


[Note: The book from which this article was taken includes a great deal of 
biographical history for the entire state of Arkansas. It is being indexed 
by ACGS and will soon be available for researchers at Paul Sullins Library

In 1752 the Julian calendar was supplanted by the Georgian 
calendar. 


However the other change made at that time is a little more 
difficult to percieve. Because of differeing customs among the 
settlers, the new year began on 25 March or on 1 January. When 
the calendar was changed, the Parliament also established 1 Janu- 
ary 1752 as the legal New Year's Day. 


Birthdays of people then had to be expressed as old style or 
new style. For example, a date would be written as 14 February 
1727/8. This means that the event took place in 1727 if the year 
was thought to begin on 25 March; but the birthdate was in 1728 if 
the year was thought to begin on 1 January. 


Since the 25 March date is the turning point, only dates from 
1 January to 24 March have to be indicated in the above way.
